Italy Can't Get

ROME—(ZP)—Italy moved closer 
I today to an outright diplomatic

the Czechs to close their consu­ 
late in Milan by tomorrow. 
A firmly worded announcement 
[by the ministry declared “a long 
[series of offensive actions” by the

Itieally impossible to operate” the 
I Bratislava consulate. 
They said “offensive actions” at 
Bratislava, capital of Slovakia, 
linclude: 
. Frequent police detention and 
[interference with the Italian eon­ 
ian I general himself. 
2. Constant and rigid surveil­ 
lance of the consulate under the 
mise of a police guard. 
2. Intimidation and interference 
[with employes of the consulate. 
4. Refusal of normal service— 
leven medical treatment. 
Cited as an example was 
the

Bonn parliament will accept the 
plan by the time the North At­ 
lantic council 
meets 
late 
next 
month in Rome. 
Last night’s meeting was the 
sixth roundtable session of Sec­ 
retary of State Acheson, British 
Foreign Secretary Herbert Mor­ 
rison, French 
Foreign 
Minister 
Robert Schuman and their advis­ 
ers. 
Another forenoon meeting wras 
scheduled today to take up a hand­ 
ful of remainingissues, with heavy 
emphasis on the inflationary ef­ 
fects of the western defense build­ 
up. 
Alliance To Expand 
Tomorrow, Morrison, 
Schuman 
and the American delegation in­ 
cluding Acheson, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder, ECA Adminis­ 
trator William C. Foster and Sec­ 
retary of the Army Pace will leave 
by plane for the Ottawa meeting 
of the 12-nation North Atlantic 
treaty organization (NATO). 
With the big three sessions serv­ 
ing as a preliminary, the Ottawa 
meeting is expected to bring the 
admission of Greece and Turkey 
into the alliance, and endorsement 
of master plans for defense pre­ 
pared by Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower’s NATO headquarters. 


Remaining for big three consid­ 
eration today were several Middle 
East and Far East problems. 
The German peace contract as 
it was finally worked out was un­ 
derstood to call for an end to the 
postwar occupation, independent 
statehood for Bonn, abolition of 
the allied high commission in fa­ 
vor of ambassadors, and changing 
the status of U. S., British 
and 
French occupation armies to de­ 
fense forces. Berlin would con­ 
tinue in its special status. 
Expense Over Billion 
Indications were the 
question 
of the occupation expense bill, 
amounting 
to 
$1,000,000,000 or 
more, was left open for negotia­ 
tion with Bonn by the high com­ 
missioners. Diplomats said an ar­ 
rangement was possible whereby 
the account might be changed in­ 
to a German contribution to the 
common European defense. 
The western powers are expect­ 
ed to reserve the right to inter­ 
vene in West German affairs in 
the event of Communist attempts 
to seize the government, to veto 
any territorial changes, 
and 
to 
make a formal peace treaty for 
all Germany at some future date 
should agreement ever be reached 
with Moscow.

Being Misspent 


LANSING — (ZP) — The state 
welfare department should have a 
crew of men to check on the grant­ 
ing of public relief in all counties, 
Auditor General John B. Martin, 
jr., said today. 
Martin’s recommendation 
was 
included iii his annual audit of 
the state welfare system. 
He said his auditors reviewed 
127 cases or IO per cent of the di­ 
rect relief cases in Crawford, Gen­ 
esee, Kalkaska and Montmorency 
counties and found 84 cases un 
which county 
relief 
regulations 
were not followed. 
Martin said some method must 
be devised of making certain that 
welfare recipients spend money 
given them for the purposes for 
which it was intended. 
He said the audits 
uncovered 
cases of misspent money. 
He cited the case of an aid-to- 
dependent-children recipient who 
w’as given $25 a month to pay on a 
land contract, a term of provid­ 
ing shelter. He said that when the 
recipient began receiving help she 
owed $400 on the land contract. 
Three yeans later she owed $462, 
but had received $766 from the 
county to apply on Hie contract, 
he said.

May Be Ousted 


TEHRAN. Iran— (ZP) —A cam­ 
paign to unseat Premier Moham­ 
med Mossadegh in the fight over 
Iran’s 
oil 
nationalization policy 
was gathering momentum both in­ 
side and outside the country to­ 
day. 
Said Zia Ed-din, a former con­ 
servative premier and pro-British 
head of the inactive National Will 
party, reopened his party head­ 
quarters and 
rallied 
supporters 
last night in a speech denouncing 
the premier. 
Zia Ed-din, a favorite of the 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pah levi, is 
the man considered most likely to 
succeed Mossadegh if a fight led 
by 14 opposition deputies in the 
Majlis, lower house of parliament, 
succeeds in unseating the premier. 
The British, hopeful that Mos­ 
sadegh can be ousted, twisted an 
economic noose tighter about Iran 
by ordering ships already at sea 
with cargoes of “certain scarce ma­ 
terials” to change course and head 
for other ports. These included su­ 
gar, rails and railroad ties. Most 
of the ships were told to unload at 
Basra, Iraq.

Senator Bricker (R-Ohio), the 
GOP candidate for vice president 
seven years ago, told a reporter 
Dewey “hasn’t made it clear just 
what else he wants us to do” to­ 
ward bolstering the 
strength 
of 
free nations in the Far East. 
All For Eisenhower 
After a conference with presi­ 
dent Truman yesterday, 
Dewey 
called for “much closer political 
and military 
alliances” 
among 
those nations. 
He declared that 
having launched a 
“great 
pro­ 
gram” for defense of Europe, “our 
own defenses require that we de­ 
velop a similar program in south­ 
east Asia.” 
Bricker’s request that Dewey be 
more specific came after the New 
York governor had reiterated at 
the capitol that he is “all for” Gen. 
Dwight 
D. Eisenhower 
as 
the 
1952 Republican presidential nom­ 
inee. 
Dewey, who won the nom­ 
ination in 1948 as 
well as four 
years earlier, has said he will not 
make another try next year. 
May Be Long Time 
Dewey’s boosting of Eisenhower 
came about the same 
time 
Mr. 
Truman was telling his news con­ 
ference that as long as he is pres­ 
ident Dean Acheson will be sec­ 
retary of state. 
That may be a 
good while, the President said. 
When a reporter asked whether 
the secretary’s departure 
in 
the 
next four or five months might be 
anticipated, the President replied: 
“As long as I am President of 
the United States he’ll be secre­ 
tary of state.” 
Republicans who 
for 
months 
have been clamoring for Mr. Tru­ 
man to fire Acheson reacted var­ 
iously to the new pledge of sup­ 
port for the secretary. 
“God Help America” 
“I recall,” said Senator Hicken- 
looper (JEjt-Iowa), “that Mr. Tru­ 
man said the same thing last year 
about Louis Johnson — that tie 
could remain as secretary of de­ 
fense as long as Mr. Truman was 
in the White House. Maybe this 
latest remark about Acheson stay­ 
ing amounts to a prediction he is 
about to be fired.” 
It was on Aug. 31, 1950, that 
Mr. Truman told a news confer­ 
ence he contemplated no change 
in Johnson’s 
status. 
Less 
than 
two weeks later, on Sept. 12, the 
president fired him. 
Senator Jenner (R-Ind), a bit­ 
ter critic of

WASHINGTON—(ZP)—A gigan 
tic military spending bill carrying 
559,508,009,630 — nearly two bil­ 
lions more than President Trumai 
asked—won unopposed Senate ap­ 
proval late yesterday. 
After four days of warm debate, 
the Senate passed the biggest sin­ 
gle military money bill in history, 
79 to 0, and sent it back to the 
House, which voted $3,473,292,430 
less. 
Airpower Beefed Up 
Senator O’Mahoney 
(D-Wyo), 
who steered the measure through 
the Senate, said a Senate-House 
conference 
committee 
probably 
would begin attempts at ironing 
out scores of 
differences 
early 
next week. 
Biggest 
of 
these is an extra 
55,000,000,000 the Senate added to 
beef up U. S. airpower and carry 
on work on new secret weapons. 
After beating down efforts to 
slash five or six billion dollars out 
of the measure, O’Mahoney agreed 
to a cut of $1,575,846,400 just be­ 
fore passage.

Defense Effort Needs 
Highway I mprovements 
E 
VEN if the United States had no re­ 
armam ent program, its highway sys­ 
tem today would be in bad shape. But the 
defense effort poses 
a 
further 
serious 
handicap. 
Highway officials fear that lack of steel 
for bridges and 
concrete 
reinforcement 
m ay reduce new road construction 
this 
year by a third. Hundreds of major proj­ 
ects already have been affected. The out­ 
look is for even less steel for highway use 
In the months ahead. 
The highway problem has been growing 
steadily more acute each year. 
Neither 
new construction nor maintenance 
and 
repair have kept pace with need. The de­ 
ficit had begun to 
accumulate 
before 
World War II. Wartime suspension of road 
work greatly accelerated the decay of our 
highways, especially since they bore un­ 
usually heavy burdens in that period. 
After the war, construction zoomed up­ 
ward. 
Huge 
urban 
expressways 
W’ere 
built. Rural super-highways, including a 
number of elaborate toll roads, were add­ 
ed to the road web. Existing routes were 
widened and improved. But the gap never 
was closed. Roads continued to wear out 
or become obsolete and unsafe faster than 
they could be replaced or repaired. 
Now we are spending about $2,300,000,- 
000 anually on highway improvements— 
the highest total in history. 
Yet it isn’t 
nearly enough. According to a survey by 
the magazine U. S. News andd World Re­ 
port, we ought to be spending $4,000,000,- 
000 a year to keep pace. 
But state and national lawmakers have 
not yet shown any disposition to vote that 
much money for roads. And, as noted in 
the beginning, 
the rearmament program 
would be a barrier today, no m atter how 
much money was on hand. 
U. S. highway experts figure 50 per cent 
of main route mileage is inadequate. The 
defects are many: pavements are too n ar­ 
row, they’re broken and battered, 
there 
•re too many dangerous curves, “sight dis­ 
tances” are often woefully limited, bridges 
•re outmoded or unsafe. These faults con­ 
tribute to the country’s shameful traffic 
toll. 
The harsh fact is that highway deficien­ 
cies are likely to get worse. The 1951 traf­ 
fic load already is greater than was ex­ 
pected for the 1960’s. Cars and trucks are 
bigger, faster, and far more numerous than 
ever. At the same time, construction costs 
•re at record peaks and going higher. 
The -problem demands prompt, 
sober

•re vital to the national econom y. 
Highway officials admit they're stumped 
for solutions. 
But we can’t afford to let 
m atters languish. 
Possibly the president 
ought to create a commission, composed of 
die best brains in the highway field, 
to 
tackle this puzzle and develop a positive, 
financially feasible plan. Mere headshak- 
ing won’t cope with today’s traffic torrent. 


Russian UN Dues 
Will Be Increased 
T 
HE United Nations committee on con­ 
tributions has rightfully slapped an 
increase in the Russian dues for m em ber­ 
ship in the world organization and has rec­ 
ommended a decrease in the 
American 
contribution. 
The fairness of the recommendations is 
indicated by the fact that the United States 
this year pays nearly 39% of the cost of 
maintaining the U. N. while Russia pays 
only about 7%. It is proposed that Russia’s 
contribution be increased to nearly 10% 
while the American contribution be de­ 
creased to approximately 37%. 
Russia has argued that the United States 
ahould pay half of the cost of the U. N 
bill, arguing that the U. S. economy is in 
*o much better shape than the other n a­ 
tions of the world. 
If the Soviet economy is not in such 
good shape, one reason is that Russia is de­ 
voting so much of its efforts and its finan­ 
cial resources to war-making facilities. Be­ 
cause of that the United States, in turn, is 
now being forced to spend many billions in 
rearmament and in combatting the Rus­ 
sian threat of aggression. 
The time is at hand when Russia should 
be required to pick up a bigger portion of 
the U. N. expense check than it has in the 
past. 


bottom of the barrel before long under the 
present deferm ent regulations and that 
tightened'draft regulations will have to be 
invoked. It is apparent that the finger will 
then be directed to the college students. 
The alternative would be the drafting of 
fathers or men with prior records of 
service. 
Many local boards even now are not go­ 
ing overboard for the deferment of college 
students. However, under national regula­ 
tions any student already enrolled and do­ 
ing satisfactory work in college is entitled 
to deferment at least to the end of the 
academic year.

There is little chance that the extended 
deferment schedule now in force for col­ 
lege students to permit their deferments 
to continue year after year will remain in 
force for long.

US Is Way Ahead In 
Coal Production 
ATO country in the world even comes 
close to ours in coal production. Yet, 
surprising as it may seem, America’s coal 
industry is by no means the largest 
in 
terms of miners employed. Each American 
miner, in other words, is able to produce 
far more coal each shift than his counter­ 
part abroad, prim arily because the mine 
owners have spent tremendous sums to in­ 
stall equipment for cutting, loading and 
transporting the coal by mechanical means 
—instead of by a man with a strong back 
and a pick. One result of this is that the 
American m iner’s wage would seem abso­ 
lutely unbelievable in most 
other 
coun­ 
tries. 
It is true that in England and elsewhere 
mines which have been in use for 
cen­ 
turies present certain special 
technical 
problems which reduce production. 
But, 
basically, our tremendous superiority in 
coal production lies in the differences be­ 
tween systems. 
In every other country, 
with the single exception of South Africa, 
coal is either owned by the government or 
strictly controlled by the government. In 
England, once the world’s principal ex­ 
porter of coal, real competition did not ex­ 
ist even before nationalization—a system 
of agreements and cartels prevented 
one 
producer 
from 
underselling 
another, 
and so took the initiative out of manage­ 
ment. To all intents and purposes, coal is 
and long has been a monopoly rn most of 
the world. 
By contrast, there are about six thou­ 
sand separate coal companies in the United 
States. A company which cannot meet the 
competition soon dies for lack of custom­ 
ers. This is just a reflection of the fact that 
competition—in coal and in everything else 
—is the greatest spur to 
progress 
and 
achievement that exists.

Merry-Go-Round 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — A revolutionary dis­ 
covery which could make farming unne­ 
cessary has been made by three scientists 
at the National Institute of Health. They 
have discovered the secret 
of 
sunlight. 
This is behind the recent statem ent by Dr. 
James Conant, president of Harvard, that 
solar energy will surpass atomic energy 
in the near future. 
The scientists, Dr. Dean Burk, a cancer 
research expert; Martin Schwartz, a bio­ 
chemist, and Jerome Cornfield, a mathe­ 
matician, have found an efficient way to 
release the energy of light in the labora­ 
tory. They are growing plant life in test 
tubes from light, water, 
carbon 
dioxide 
and one-called algae. 
This discovery, based on earlier research 
by the great Nobel prize winner, Dr. Emil 
Warburg of Germany, promises to unlock 
the key to those possibilities: 
1. Produce plant life in “food factories’” 
cheaper and more efficiently than present- 
day farming. Less than I per cent of the 
sun’s energy is utilized now in farming 
and if food can now be grown by artificial 
sunlight, the survival problems of such 
crowded areas as Japan and England could 
be solved. Japan, with a teeming popula­ 
tion and many mountains, has existed in 
the past chiefly by foreign trade and for­ 
eign conquest—though today the American 
people are spending one billion dollars an­ 
nually to support her. 
England, with an equally dense popula­ 
tion and little sunlight, 
thrived through 
foreign trade and foreign conquest in the 
past—now is being subsidized by the Am­ 
erican taxpayer. 
Growing food by artificial sunlight could 
change all this—also alleviate the annual 
starvation of several million 
people 
kl 
India. 
2. Provide sunlight into electric power. 
This could make Arizona, 
New 
Mexico, 
Texas and California the great industrial 
centers of the U. S. A.; could even shift the 
industrial population from around Pitts­ 
burgh and Chicago to the southwest. 
In fact, the discovery shortly to be an­ 
nounced by the 
National 
Institute 
of 
Health could be more im portant than that 
of President Truman after Hiroshima on 
Aug. 6, 1945. 
KNEEDEIT OF DOUGH-BOY 
Recent statem ent by President Truman 
and Senator Young of North Dakota about 
sensational new war weapons are in sharp 
contrast to earlier statements by Gen. John 
E. Church during a joint orientation con­ 
ference at Fort Benning, Ga. 
General Church commands the import­ 
ant Army Infantry School, and after ex­ 
hibiting infantry weapons to the visiting 
VIPs, he was asked by Thorndike Saville, 
dean of engineering; of New York univer­ 
sity: 
“Do you contemplate any change in war­ 
fare that might put these weapons out of 
date?” 
“No,” replied the general. “Basic war­ 
fare hasn’t changed in 2,000 years.” 
“What about the 16-inch guns on naval 
vessels that never fired a shot in the last 
war?” pursued Dean Saville. 
Church 
had 
no immediate comeback; 
but when asked if strategic bombing was 
not a basic new development of warfare, 
the genial general replied: 
. 
“Oh, 
that's 
just the same thing Light 
. Horse H arry Lee did behind the lines in 
the Civil W ar.” 
Later when a visitor remarked that the 
group had been much impressed with the 
Air Force, General Church shot back: “Oh, 
they just kill four or five people on a raid, 
we re the ones who do the real job in war.” 
Note—Fellow officers of amiable Johnny 
Church recall that during World Yar I his 
greatest ambition was to go back to John 
W anamaker’s department store in Phila­ 
delphia—where he was once a packer— 
and become chief packer. 
However, 
he 
stayed on in the 
army 
and 
gradually 
climbed the promotion ladder, 
though 
almost skipping a rung when he ordered 
U. S. troops out of Seoul in June, 1950, be­ 
fore the enemy was even near. He then 
had to go back and reoccupy the city, but 
having recovered this fumble, Church is 
now at Fort Benning making statements 
about putting the dough-boy back on foot.

Economy Wave And Lack Of Defense 
Make Panama Canal Zone Life Uneasy

PANAMA — (NEA)—Ships us­ 
ing the famous Panama Canal are 
traveling through troubled waters. 
All is not well, either in the U. S. 
Zone 01 rn the Republic of Pan­ 
ama. 
Morale of

ployes, American citizens 
whose 
principal mission is to keep the 
Canal operatingi is at rock bot­ 
tom. Great numbers are 
threat­ 
ening to go back to the States, 
claiming that they will be forced 
to do so. 
Barely reconciled to 
a 
recent 
drastic cut in their number, Canal 
employes are now going through 
the first major reorganization 
of 
the complicated 
Canal activities 
since 1912. The reorganization is 
aimed at making all of the Canal 
enterprises pay for themselves. 
Since it was opened, the 
Canal 
lias accumulated a deficit of $193,- 
000,000 for U. S. taxpayers. 
To get the big ditch on a pay­ 
ing basis it is likely that rates 
must be raised for ships passing 
through. And Zone residents fear 
their already high cost of living 
might go higher if 
government 
commissary prices go up, which is 
very possible.

In addition to that dismal pros­ 
pect, Canal employes have 
just 
been given the shocking news that 
henceforth they will have to pay 
Federal income taxes, from which 
they have always been 
excused 
because they worked out of 
Hie 
country. 
Zone employes also are 
very 
bitter because they feel the Army 
is seriously neglecting their safety 
in the event of an enemy attack 
on the Canal. 
Accustomed to 
the 
war-time 
force of 50,000 troops, plus heavy 
naval and fighter plane defenses 
which guarded the 
Canal, resi­ 
dents 
are worried 
because 
no 
lighter planes are based in 
tho 
area, that there is almost no naval 
defense, and that only a few anti­ 
aircraft battalions with antiquat­ 
ed radar — which they have been 
asked to help man—exist.
